Material Waste 


Unless Trees ore 
Sprayed Before 
Buds Swell 


Spraying for control of peach leaf 


curl after buds swell is usually a 
waste of material, says Oliver L 
Adams, county agent. 


Peach leaf curl, the cause of ser- 


ious leaf fall and wcaking of peach 
trees, is one of the easiest of all plant 
disease spores arc on the surface of 
buds and twigs, and infection takes 
place as the buds swell and open. 


Ulie spray commonly recommended 


hu said, is the ordinary 4-4-50 Bor- 
deaux, to which is generally added 
stock solution of lubricating oil emul- 
sion for control of the scale insect 
Since supplies of copper sulphate or 
bluestone for Bordeaux mivture will 
probabl ybecome scarcer as the war 
progresses, growers may have to c- 
turn to winter strength applications of. 
commercial lime sulphur, which was 
used for both leal curl and scale con- 
trol until recent years. This strength, 
Oliver L. Adams said, is obtained by 
adding GU gallons of commercial lime 
sulphur to 50 gallons of water. 


In using the spray, it should be 


applied before the buds swell, and 
care must be used to completely cover

France for 66 Years 
pEW men in the world today, 


have served their country with' 


the devotion and loyalty for as 
long a period as Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain, chief of state of 
France. 


The stamp above, issued by 


Algeria in 1941, bears a portrait 
of Petain, who will become 86 
years old in April, 1942. Sixty- 
six of those years have been spent 
in the service of France, either in 
the army or in administrative 
posts.

Petain was born April 24, 1856, 


the son of a wealthy farm fam- 
ily in the lowlands of Flanders. 
He attended public schools and St 
Cyr, the French West Point, from 
which he was graduated in 1878 
as a second lieutenant.

He is credited with stopping 


the Germans at Verdun and is 
known to all Frenchmen as the 
"hero of Verdun." When he took 
over supreme command of the 
French forces in 1917 he quieted 
a revolt that had been brewing 
in the ranks and threatened dis- 
organization of the French army.
